Our Library was established in the year 1894, with 96 
volumes, all told.

It is with a good degree of satisfaction that we are able 
to report a prosperous year in the way of advancement of> 
our library by the addition of 200 new books purchased by 
the trustees, and 4 new books purchased by the hbrarian 
with money taken for fines, making a total of 204 new 
books added during the year 1913. 

During the existence of our little library there has never 
been a book lost, neither are there any books condemned on 
account of wear. However, there are many which have been 
repaired by the librarian; also several rebound. The bor- 
rowers’ fines for keeping books out over three weeks have 
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always been expended for this purpose as needed. During 
the last year a small library clock was purchased for the 
library roont, also library supplies—card dates, ink pad, 
eraser, pens, pencils, etc., and several kinds of book mend- 
ing materials. Also four new books of fiction (which were 
above mentioned), all of which were purchased with the 
money taken for fines on books kept out over three weeks. 
After having served as librarian for a period of twelve 
years, I tendered my resignation to take effect Dec. 31, 1913.
